Mr. De Armas regretted that friends con- 
nected editorially with the American press 
should waste breath occasionally by speak- 
ing of autonomy as a condition which Spain 
should be induced to grant to Cuba.

He Discusses the Present Condi- 
tion of the Railroads. 


BUSINESS BAD EVERYWHERE. 


What the Country Needs Is Sound 
Money and More Favorable Legis- 
latien for the Railroads. 


“What this country needs is ‘sound 
money’ and more favorable legislation for 
the railroads.” 

This is George J. Gould’s platform as ex- 
pressed to a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
Southern Hotel. Mr. Gould arrived in St. 
Louis Tuesday evening accompanied by Dr. 
W. R. Townsend, Mr. J. G. Beresford and 
C. E. Satterle, secretary and treasurer of 
the Texas and Pacific. 

The New York millionaire was up very 
early Wednesday morning, but it was 9:30 
when he came down into the lobtiy. Hd 
had no sooner set foot on the marblé floor 
than he was surrounded with acquaintances 
and others who, while not acquainted with 
the young man of millions, were willing to 
be. 


When approached by a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter Mr. Gould smiled deprecatingly and 
said: f 
“Really, I don’t know what I can say 
that would be of public interest. I am 
here on my regular spring visit to St. 
Louis. I have nothing of special import- 
ance to attend to here. It has been my 
custom for a long time to come West at 
least once a year. The headquarters of 
the entire Gould system are in St. Louis 
and the system itself is all West of St. 
Louis. For this reason I always start out 
on my annual tour of inspection from St. 
Louis. From here I will go West over the 
system, making an inspection of the Cot- 


ton Belt, Te & Pacific and Interna-

And that the railroad business every- 


where is very dull. Freight traffic is light | 
and even passenger traffic is not what it 
should be. There seems to be no immediate | 
prospect of an improvement, and business 
will probably continue light until next fall. 
With good crops business may pick up 
somewhat, but a return to the normal trade 
conditions is not to be looked for until after 
the election.“ 


When asked whether he attributed the 
falling off in business to the fact that this 
is a presidential year, Mr. Gould said: 

“I most certainly do, and the effect is 
even more pronounced than usual in elec- 
tion years. Apart from the general un- 
settled feeling arising from a prospective 
change in administration, there is a gefi- 
eral uneasiness; a sort of mistrust arising 
from the agitation of the money question. 
Personally I believe that a victory for the 
sound money people will do much toward 
restoring trade conditions on all lines. 

“Still that is not the only thing required, 
There must be all over the country legisla- 
tion more favorable to the railroad inverests. 
The interstate commerce law as now ad- 
ministered means nothing. It was framed 
to give the small shipper and the large 
shipper equal rights and privileges. It 
does not do it. In fact it only aggravates 
she evils which it was meant to suppress. 
Railroad men under the law cannot get 
together and make any agreement what- 
ever in regard to the moving of freight, 
even though they should meet for the ex- 
press purpose of making concesssiong to 

ippers. 

nee a mistake to think that the inter- 
ests of the masses are helped by hamper- 
ing the wealthy in the use of their cap tal. 
We cannot expect favorable legislation of 
any kind during the present administration, 
but we may secure it after the election. 
have no hesitation in saying that with 
sound money and concessions to the rail- 
roads, the country would be as prosperous 
as it ever was.“ 

Further than to express his belief in the 
sound money doctrine Mr. Gould would 
not discuss politics or name his favorite 


for President. 


In view of the fact that there have been 
frequent rumors of late that there was a 
breach between the Goulds and the Sages 
the reporter asked Mr. Gould about these 
rumored internal dissensions in the man- 
agement of the system. He warmed up at 
once and said spiritedly: 

“No, sir, there is not a word of truth in 
those stories, not a word. Why, Mr. Sage 
and I are the best of friends. I ate dinner 
with him Sunday night. There are no dissen- 
gions in the management of the road at all. 
Everything is harmonious and there is no 
drawback except lack of business. Within 
the past few years more railroads have gone 
into the hands of receivers than ever before 
in the history of the country. Nearly every 
one of these failures was the direct result 
of hostile legislation, more especially the 
interstate commerce law. Of course the gen- 
eral depression has affected the Missouri 
Pacific, and while we are not likely to go 
into the hands of a receiver, still our profits 
are very small.“ 

When asked whether it was true that a 
reduction in the working force of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific is soon to be made, Mr. Gould 
answered: 

„Well, you see when business is very light, 
gome men are always let out, but, of course, 
they get their positions back afterwards. I 
am sure I do not know whether any reduc- 
tion is contemplated. That is a matter that 
is always attended to by the general man- 
agers.” 

Mr. Gould is well-known in the East as & 
gentleman sportsman of no mean attain- 
ments. When the subject of sport was 
mentioned he brightened up at once. 

The outlook for sport of all kinds is 
good,” he said, “despite the general de- 
pression. 

“The Americans are very versatile and suc- 
ceed well at whatever they undertake, r 
that reason it is h to name the com!

ST. LANDRY PARISH RIOTS. 


Two Negroes Killed, Seven Wounded 
and Tweaty Whipped. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 8.—Another 
serious riot, growing out of me registra- 
tion troubles, occurred in St. Landry Parish 
yesterday, in which two negroes were killed, 
six or seven others wounded and some 
twenty or more whipped. The Supervisor 
of Registration of St. Landry, having es- 
tablished his headquarters in Opelousas, the 
negroes believed that She presence of 
there would protect them from the regula- 
tors, and started in large bodies for that 
town. A party of a hundred negroes left 
Grand Prairie for Opelousas, but were in- 
tercepted about half way by a band of 
regulators. The negroes were warned back 
and told that they would not be allowed 
to register. They attempted to pass, when 
they were fired upon, and two killed and 
six or seven wounded. The others were 
then given fifty lashes each and returned 
home discomfited. A large number of c'ti- 
zens of Opelousas have asked that the 
militia be 1 there until after the State 
election, April 21, but the Fontenot faction, 
or white supremacists, demand tha) the 
State troops removed at once. There 
have been ten killed and thirteen wounded 
so far over the St. Landry political troubles.

the restoration of philosophical and theolog- 

ical studies, To him were intrusted the 
ost important professorships in the most 

— school in the Eternal City, the 

Propaganda and the Roman Seminary. 

In 1889 he paid his first visit to the Uni- 
ted States, when he came to represent the 
Pope at the opening of the Catholic Uni- 
versity at Washington, D. C. He arrived 
on these shofés the second time Oc 
12, 1892, as Papal Ablegate. Although his 
mission was to soothe the troubled eccles- 
jastical waters which had been whipped in- 
to a storm by the controversy over Arch- 
bishop Ireland’s scheme for a compromise 
the public schools, he at first only 
added to the excitement by his mere pres- 
ence. 

In time he asserted his authority over 
prelates and priests alike, and only await- 
ed added powers to put an-end to the strife. 

This came January 24, 18938, when he was 
made Delégate Apostolic. He was en- 
dowef with absolute authority as the 
Pope's personal representative. 

That he is really the Pope himself in all 
church affairs in America is attested by the 
document which. forms his credentials. 

It is as follows: 

Leo XIII., Pope, to His Venerable Brother, 
Francisco Satolli, Titular Archbiehop of 
Lepanto: 

Venerable Brother—Greeting and apostolic 
blessing. The Apostolic office which the 
inscrutable designs of God have laid on 
our shoulders, equal though they be to the 
burden, keeps us in frequent remembrance 
of the solicitude incumbent on the Roman 
Pontiff to procure with watchful care the 
good of all the churches. This solicitude re-

The bridge franchise which is owned by 
J. B. Clements, who is Vice President and 
general manager of the Christy Fire Clay 
Co., was granted March 3, 1873, to ex-Con- 
gressman Thos. Allen and a company at 
which he was the head. It provides for a 
bridge across the Mississippi River from 
some point in St. Clair County, III., to a 
— not specified in that part of South 

t. Louls formerly known as Carondelet. 
Under this franchise it would be possible 
to build a bridge nearly up to the present 
Pads bridge. 

The franchise calls for a bridge having 
two railroad, two ‘wagon and two foot 
tracks not less than nine feet wide. The 
company to which it was granted was 
known as the St. Clair & Carondelet 
Bridge Company. 

About four years ago Mr. Clements pur- 
chased the entire capital stock of the com- 
pany and the franchise. He is himself a 
civil engineer and he began work at onte 
in having plans drawn for the bridge. Pre- 
liminary surveys. both for the bridge and 
the two belt lines were made. Borings of 
the river for foundations were also made. 
In all about $20,000 was spent in the work, 
and, according to Mr. Clements, work on 
the bridge.could be begun at a day’s notice. 

The location of the bridge, according to 
the surveys made, was at Arsenal Island 
just below the Work-house. 

Mr. Clements maintains that the bridge 
and all of the terminals and the two beit 
lines could be built for $6,000,000. He sup- 
ports his claim that the South End is the 
place for the bridge by showing the ground 
for yards on both sides of the river could be 
bought for a tithe of what it could be pur- 
chased for in the North End. At no point 
would it cost in excess of $1,000 per acre. 


Maj. Murphy is aurnerkty for the state- 
ment that those interested in the Clements’ 
bridge plan are now in communication with 
a number of the large glass manufacturers 
now in the gas belt of Indiana with a view 
to securing their removal to St. Louis. The 
natural gas supply of Indiana is giving out 
and it will be necessary for the glass men 
to seek new locations. It is believed that 
they can be induced to come to St. Louis if 
cheaper bridge charges could be guaran- 
teed in connection with the vast supply 
of white sand to be found in the vicinity of 
St. Louis.

JUSTICE’S LATEST ALLY. 


A Kansas court has been the first to 
utilize the Roentgen discovery as the 
means of adducing the best proof of the 
existence of a fact in certain contingen- 
cles. 

‘The application of this new class of 
evidence was made in the Federal Court 
at Wichita Saturday in the progress 
of a damage suit for $10,000 brought by 
an employe against the Santa Fe Rail- 
road for wrongly setting his wrist broken 
inan accident. The Judge ordered that a 
shadowgraph of the fractured member 
be taken by the Professor of Electricity 
in the Kansas State University. This will 
be used by the jury in assisting them to 
measure the amount of damage done the 
plaintiff. 

Now that the X ray has been enrolled 
among the recognized agencies of judicial 
procedure there is no telling where it will 
stop. It may be used to supplement the 
Bertillon system used in identifying 
criminals, by giving their interior di- 
mensions in addition to the outside meas- 
urement which the other supplies. False 
swearing could be detected by taking a 
snap shot at the consciences of witnesses 
and disclosing to the jury if they have a 
warty or a velvety appearance. What 
a world of cross-questioning could be 
saved the lawyers by this simple device! 
There are a thousand other things the 
Roentgen ray, the Crookes tube, the 
fluoroscope—either one of them or all 
three combined—might do in olling and 
simplifying the prenget clumsy machinery 
of justice. 

The thanks of the civilized world are 
due the Kansas court for giving judicial 
sanction to this latest and greatest con- 
tribution to to science.
